I came to a place 
called Bell End, which is apparently a 
new Dart ot the old village.

small window I observed a female head 
bobbing up aod down; soon I heard the 
sound of a hammer; aud, never haying 
seen any rivet-making done by human 
hands, threaded my way through some 
brick passages until I came to the little 
•Smithy where “Alice” wi * at work. This 
was the name by which her father called 
her, whom I met on my way, and to whom 
I am indebted for the following remarka­ 
ble piece of knowledge. Alice, I may say, 
was a young wife engaged in blowing bel­ 
lows, heating piece a of iron in a “gleed” 
forge, and producing rive** from an anvil 
at the rate of three thousand a day. 
For 
this manual labor Alice, her father pro­ 
ceeded to tell me in her presence, get* Is. 
Md , out of which she has to pay for wear 
aud tear of tools, Id, carriage Id, and a 
uke sum 
tor glecds, a kind of coke 
made expressly for nail and rivet forges. 
On Monday she does her washing, on Sat­ 
urday her cleaning up, so that she only 
works at rivets four days rn the week, and 
her gross earnings, therefore amount to 
4s 3d tor forging 12,OGO rivets. I have said 
nothing of rent which Alice would pay, 
and which might amount to one shilling a 
week. 
Bhe was a 
sedate 
young 
woman, 
wellspoken, 
with 
very 
lair hair, and a low, sweet voice. John 
Price (Alice’s father) then, at my request, 
took me to see his neighbors. Edward and 
Phyllis Trumans, who lived and worked at 
making nails close by. 
Phyllis is a hand­ 
some woman, with beautiful white teeth 
aud abundance of flesh, which Rubens 
might have painted ; it Is so plentiful and 
rosy. Tnis woman was forging large nails; 
aud the manner in which she made a nail 
with a point, and a head an inch and a half 
rn circumference fly off a piece of hot iron 
was marvelous to behold. Bhe works from 
a o’clock in tho morning until 9 at night, 
aud m four days will forge 54 pounds 
weight of clout nails, for which she will 
receive the wondrous price of 3s. 8J., out 
of which she has to pay fiycponce for 
gleeds and twopence for tools. 
Her hus­ 
band worKs “a* hard ss he cid dnye” from 
0 o’clock in the morning until ll at night, 
aud his week’s wages amount) to 12s. from 
from which tenpence for gleods and four- 
pence for too Is will have to be deducted, to 
say nothing of rent. Edward Tromaas was 
only 43 years old, but looked much nearer 
70. Two other young women were ham­ 
mering away at rivet* in company with 
Poy His; and never so long es I live shall I 
iorget that little blacksmith?. I once tray 
cled many miles to g a “Vulcau’a Forge,” 
tty Velasquez; but there was in that famous 
picture no figure equal to that of Phyllis 
(’romans, aud I shall remember Phyllis to 
the day of my death. That such a woman 
should be slaving rn soot—blowing bellows 
now with her left, and then wielding a 
hammer with her right hand—forging 
clout nails for twelve hours a day, in order 
to earn lees than 40 pence in a week, is a 
phenomenon that I would never have be­ 
lieved as being possible in England if I had 
not seen it.

You see at the 
same table a wealthy merchant or broker 
from New York or Chicago, a president oi 
a New England school board, and a rough 
looking miner from the Carbonate HUL 
Tne very incongruity of each an assent' 
Mage makes it orderly and decjrous. 
Gambling rows are very rare, and cheat' 
iug on the part of the dealer becomes im­ 
possible, for the sharp eye of the Western 
miner protects the Eastern innocence. 
The stories told of the reckless extrava­ 
gance of miners coming from their camps 
to the city are only partly true. 
Those 
who make really big strikes stick to their 
money. The spendthrifts are to be found 
only among the hard workers, who accu­ 
mulate a few hundred ^dollars by unbear­ 
able hardships and unceasing toil. 
They 
want recreation. 
Money teems lo burn 
their pockets, and they try to get rid of it 
as quickly as they eau, on the plea that 
they know where to dig for more of ii 
when they want it. It is the kind of a 
fellow that you tea substituting bottles of 
cUampaigne for pins in the bowling ality 
and making presents of jewelry to fema:e 
friends he has never spoken t<» belore. 
The natural law in accordance with which 
the Jay Goulds, Russe! Sages, D. P. Mor­ 
gans and men of that stamp grew richer 
and richer atter having made the first big 
stroke, while the petty speculator goes 
only deeper and deeper into the mud with 
every 
lucky 
turn 
he 
makes, 
operates 
in 
the 
mining 
re­ 
gions as infallibly as it does in Wail street. 
That the bulk of the wealth extracted from 
the bosom of the Rocky Mountains lins 
not been squandered is evident from the 
surprising development of this region. It 
is in buildings, in macbiucry, in gas aud 
water works, and in new mines that most 
of this wealth has been invested. 
The 
present lieutenant governor of tho blate oi 
Nevada, Mr. Tabor, is oue of the best il­ 
lustrations of what people do here with 
their money when they get hold of a solid 
amount ct 
it. 
A little over eighteen 
months ago Mr. Tabor kept a small gro­ 
cery store at Leadville. 
Two miners, 
customers of his, prospecting rn the neigh­ 
borhood, Induced him to go into partner­ 
ship 
with 
them 
on 
the 
basis 
of 
a grub stake. They were to do the work 
and he 
was 
to supply them 
with 
grub. The legend is tnat all he gave them 
was about |3 0 worth of provisions after 
wiped out an old debt of some f IOO, most 
of which was for whisky. They struck the 
“Little Pittsburg” mine, and to-day Mr. 
Tabor is worth several millions and has 
bought out his partners for $400,000. The 
whole ol this wealth is now reinvested in 
new mines, in bank operations, and in the 
erection of new buildings in Denver. Noth­ 
ing could entice him into dissipation or 
even mere luxury. lie may possibly epeud 
much money to become Senator or mining 
king of the eastern slope of the 
Rocky 
Mountains, but there is no Jim Fisk style 
in the lucky and successful miner.

T h e history of the m ine is 
very interesting, and, strange to say. al­ 
though hundreds of travelers visit the coal 
fields of this and adjoining counties every 
year, hardly any o f them hear of this curi­ 
osity. 
T he Veta th at is burning called the 
“jugular,” and th e surface crop was first 
worked in 1833 by Lew is E. D ougherty, at 
a place called Coal Castle, one au d a hall 
miles west of w hat is now know n as M ount 
L&ffee. 
T he coal taken out w as oi an ex ­ 
cellent quality and th e m ine very produc­ 
tive. 
W here a drift is w orked above 
water level it is the custom to keep a huge 
grate filled w ith burning coal ju st inside 
to prevent the w ater in the g u tters from 
freezing. 
Such a grate was in operation 
in the 
upper drift of M r. D ougherty’s 
mine 
in 
the 
w inter . 
of 1835. 
O ne Saturday n ight th e g rate Was filled 
with an unusually lifg b quan tity of coal, 
*ud the m iners w ent to their homes. 
On 
the following M onday m orning w hen the 
mine was visited, it was found to be filled 
with dames. 
It is supposed m at the fire 
rn the grate becam e com m unicated to the 
limbers, and m oving along th e upper drift 
ny m eans of an air-hole, carried into the 
tower drift. 
A t any rate, the coal in both 
frills was on fire w hen the m en cam e to 
work on M onday m orning, and tw o of the 
m iners recklessly w ent in to eave th eir tools 
aud never returned.

Pottsville, heard of the large body of ooal 
that lay Dear the abandooed mine, and con­ 
cluded that some of it could be got out 
without reachiog the fire.

The work, however, 
progressed slowly, and owiog to the heavy 
masses of rock encountered was very ex­ 
pensive. 
He was finally rewarded by 
striking the *juglar” vein ate point where 
.here was a deposit Of coal so thick that 
two or three miners could keep the breaker 
going, and although it was worked for 
months, they Buyer succeeded in getting 
.brough it. T h e school proved to be first 
class, and 460 yards of gangway had been 
driven when the miners began to complain 
j1 excessive heat, and then Mr. McGinnis 
knew that they were approaching the fire 
in the mine Dougherty had abandoned. 
This was about a 
year 
after the 
dope had been started, and Mr. McGinnis 
atty that it would be necessary to open an 
air-boie. Tats work was begun at once, 
Out after driving twenty or thirty yards 
the heat became so intense thst the work­ 
men were almost suffocated, aud many of 
diem refused to continue. By paying 
double wages, however, a number ot men 
acre found Willing to work in the air- 
uoiu; some idea ot tne mtense heat may be 
aad when it is stated that the men worked 
perfectly naked, and were relieved every 
cen minutes. After the air-hole had been 
opened about fifty yards the heat became 
unbearable, gild the men fainted when 
exposed to it a minute or two. beclog that 
it was impossible to complete the air-hole, 
work in it Was given up, and at a fortunate 
time, tor K was afterwards discovered that 
it the hole had been carried up a few yards 
iurther, it would have struck the water on 
the level and drowned every one in the 
mine. About this time the miaers noticed 
mat when ashot was fired, and the coal 
wr■** rolling down in huge marges, it was so 
warm that it could not be comfortably 
Dandled. Every day the miners expected 
to see the tire break oui, and at lint,ion 
coming to work one morning, they found 
the gangway filled with smoke and Alines. 
As this was expected to happen sooner or 
later, preparations had been made to ex­ 
tinguish the fire, and the mine was so in 
lilied with water. This treatment had the 
desired effect, and when the water was 
pumped out work was resumed. 
From this time forward it was almost a 
continual fight with fire, and no less than 
eight tunes was the colliery filled with 
water and pumped dry again. The ninth 
time 
the 
mine 
was 
filled*1* 
with 
water 
the 
machinery 
got 
out of 
order 
and 
the 
pump 
refused 
lo 
work. As Mr. McGionis had sunk all his 
capital, and could not raise enough money 
to purchase new machinery, the mine was 
abandoned rn the winter of 1859. The fire 
continued to burn until the barriers be­ 
tween the mine were consumed, and ilio 
umbers in McGinnis’ mine gradually rotted 
away, and finally the slope caved in. 
From that time until now the fire has con 
turned without interruption, and the coal 
has been consumed tor half a mile in every 
direction. The ground has caved in in 
many places, leaving great chasms that 
yary from fifty to IOO feet in depth. Travel 
ever the burned district is exceedingly 
dangerous to any one not familiar with the 
country, for in may places great holes ore 
only covered by a ehell of burned earth 
three or four lect thick. McGionis states 
ihat, even as familiar as be is with the 
locality, ho came very near losing his life 
there a few years ago, by falling through 
the crust. He was crossing a portion of 
the burnt field when he felt the earth giv­ 
ing way under his feet, and, on starting to 
run for firmer ground, he sank up to his 
arm pits in dry ashes aud burn' i earth. 
Fortunately he managed, with the assist­ 
ance of a friend, to extricate himself and 
reach solid ground without injury. In­ 
habitants of the region never attempt to 
cross over the borning vein at night* 
The only external evidence of the great 
conflagration that is going on underneath 
the ground at that point is the total 
absence of vegetable life. Stones on the 
surface of the ground are sj hot that they 
cannot be held, and snow is melted as last 
as it falls. During rainy weather the sur­

Geneva Lake, Aug. l l —Thinking thai 
you might be desirous of tho facts In rc- 
gfcrd to tfcaiounJerinff of tho Catamaran 
at Geneva baka, yesterday, I send you this 
letter, being one of the party who were on 
the boat: 
At about four o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
a party of us Who were bumping ai Por­ 
ter’s Landing, thought ire would get to­ 
gether a company anti take a sail upon a 
Catamaran pleasure yacht, which had jus* 
arrived from Maiengo Park. So, gettlhg 
together oar party, we boarded the yaeht 
aod were aeons ailing down, the lake before 
a spanking breeze, and never deemed, it 
possible that any accident could occur upon 
a 
Catamaran * 
which 
in 
gen­ 
erally 
deemed 
the 
safest 
kind of a sailboat. Our party consisted of 
about thirty adults aud seventeen children. 
This wa9 altogether a larger party than 
should have been allowed upon tho yacht. 
Our ride was a beautiful one until we 
reached a point opposite Kayes’ Park, 
when we turned about and commenced 
tacking to return to Porter’s. From this 
time, I, among others, noticed that one 
side of the boat, or boats, was gradually 
sinking under water, but did not compre­ 
hend! the reason until just aa we were ap­ 
proaching a point about five or six hun 
dred feet from the pier at Harvard Park. 
Then the side of 
the bo* rapidly 
sank * I * 
tho 
water, 
and 
she 
was soon on her blains end in the water 
With the whole party of men, women and 
children hanging in the water or clinging 
to her side in the greatest distress, expect­ 
ing momentarily to sec our I ast support 
sink beneath Pi heavy /©ail of human 
freight, and ourselves left at the mercy of 
the waves with helpless women aud chil­ 
dren on our hands, who must many of them 
have found a watery grave. It was a try­ 
ing moment aod a thrilling one, such us I 
hope never to participate la again. 
But 
never did I seo a more self-p messed party 
than thi9 one at this crisis of danger, aud 
to tnis and the generous assistance ct the 
people of Harvard park (to whom the 
heartfelt thanks of that water-waked party 
are most cordially tendered), may be a t­ 
tributed the fortunate sax ng ot the lite of 
every one in the party. O f the assistan ce of 
the Harvard I’rrfc people too much praise 
cannot be given. Ladles sprang Into boats 
regardless of apparel and pulled tor their 
lives, out alone into the lake to save the 
shipwrecked ones, and most nobly did 
they succeed. Except the serious temper 
ary lllner? of two of our party, (who are 
better to day), and the thorough ducking 
received by the whole group, we are all 
right this morning.
